Signor Nitti, Italian Prime Minister, and 
Signor Scialoja, Foreign Minister, arrived 
last night in London. They were met by 
Mr. Lloyd George and Earl Curzon. 


. Italy and Jugo-Slavia are 
next door neighbours. Unless they live 
in peace and friendship the Balkans will 
never be free from grave unrest. Signor 
Nitti recognises the importance of & 
rapprochement between the two peoples. 
He sent a new year telegram to the 
„Prime Minister of the Kingdom of Serbs.

He knows what 
opposition must be expected; as a prac- 
tical economist he recognises the futility 
of an Adriatic settlement on any but a 
sound economic basis; and, above all, he 
realises that Italy cannot exist unless she 
maintains her alliance and intimate co- 
operation with Great Britain and France. 
For these reasons we believe that Signor 
Nitti's visit to London will be productive 
of satisfactory results. Both M. Clemen- 
ceau and Mr. Lloyd George are sympathetic 
with his country, and will be willing to 
agree to any reasonable settlement of the 
Adriatic difficulty which will not injure 
the fundamental rights of the Jugo-Slavs. 
The Italian programme is outlined by the 
Secolo of Milan. It includes all Istria and 
a few islands for Italy, autonomy for 
Fiume and for Zara, guarantees for the 
Italians in Jugo-Slavia, and the complete 
neutralisation of the Adriatie coast. 
Public opinion has been focussed on Fiume 
mainly on account of the antics of Signor 
d'Annunzio. Fortunately, the National 
Council of Fiume ‘has accepted Signor 
Nitti's proposals, and the poet's chief 
collaborators have deserted him. Thus 
he is left lamenting, betrayed even 
by his cashier, who has decamped with 
about 1,000,000 lire, and faced’ with the 
alternatives of ignoiiinious and speedy re- 
treat, or a melodramatic finale in the last 
ditch.

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AMERICA AND THE TREATY. 
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SEEKING A COMPROMISE. 

In a message dated Sunday, the Washington 
Correspondent of the United Press says that, 
while continuous conferences on the Peace 
Treaty reservations are being held between 
various members of the Senate, the demand 
from the country for its ratification is 
apparently growing. Senators report tlt the 
mail is filled with letters requesting that the 
| Treaty be ratified in some manner. They are 
im~ressed with the result of the votes taken 
throughout the country by the newspapers, 
Chambers of Commerce, and other organisa-- 
tions, all of which apparently favour ratifica- 
tion of the Treaty without any reservation 
whatever. Leading mild Reservationists declare 
that they are of opinion that the “horse sense” 
of the country is making itéelf evident, and 
they expect that the next step will be the call- 
ing up of Senator Underwood's resolution for 
the appointment of an official Conciliation 
Committee of ten Senators. It seems likely 
that the resolution will receive practically 
unanimous Democratic support and sufficient 
Republican votes to win through the strong re- 
| servationists. The Democrats are meeting m- 
| formally with the avowed purpose of eliminat- 
ing two or three staumbling-hocks. It is believed 
that the meetine will endorse some form of 
reservation on Article 10. Senator Lenreot's

EARTHQUAKE IN 
MEXICO.. 


SCORES OF LIVES LOST. 

A Reuter telegram from Mexico, dated 
Sunday, states that scores of people were 
killed by earthquakes in many parts of 
the country on Saturday evening. The 
centre of the disturbance is believed to 
have been near the volcano of Orizaba. Incom-

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ANTHRAX GERMS IN 
BRUSHES. 


ANNOUNCEMENT BY MINISTRY OF 
HEALTH. 


The Ministry of Health announce that in de 
ust few weeks several cases of anthrax have 
occurred in this country, two of which have ceen 
fatal, and that in a substential proportion of 
these it has been found on inquiry that the in- 
fection was from new shaving brushes recently 
imported from Japan. In comsegrence of this 
samples have been taken by the Ministry from 
several conaigmments of Japanese shaving 
brushes, which have been found to be infeeted 
with anthrax germs. As several consigninents 
of these bf¥shes have now been distributed 
ikroughéut the country, il is im for 
steps to be taken to discover them al, and no 
test of samples would provide adequate safe- 
guards. Retailers and individyal purchesers of 
shaving brushes are, therefore, advised to con- 
sult wholesalers or dealers as to whether an 
assurance can be given that the purchase is not 
one of a betch recently imported from Japan. 
Without this assurance such brushes 
viewed with suepicion.

brush with soap and warm weter, to which a 
little washing sods has been added; rinse in 
warm water, and then immerse for one bour in 
a disinfecting solution consisting of two table- 
spoonfuls of formalin in half a pint of water. 
The disinfecting solution should be at a tempera- 
ture slightly above the body heat. After re- 
moval from the solution the brush should be 
allywed to dry before use. In carrving out these 
directions care should be taken not to allow the

hands.
